High school 
to serve as 
alternative 
location for 
court

Classrooms at the Grayling High School 
could become courtrooms as a result of a 
court order approved by the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners. 

The county board, at its regular monthly 
meeting last week, approved an order for an 
alternative courtroom location while the 
remodeling and addition project is taking 
place at the Crawford County Courthouse. 

The project to bring the Crawford 
County Courthouse in compliance with the 
Americans With Disabilities Act got under- 
way earlier this month and is expected to 
last until Oct. 23. 

In the event that the demolition and con- 
struction has a negative impact on court 
proceedings, the 46th Trial Court, 87th-C 
District Court and Crawford County 
Probate Court have designated the Grayling 
High School as an alternative location for 
holding sessions of the court. 

The order, signed by Janet M. Allen, 
chief judge for the 46th Trial Court, and 
Monte Brumeister, chief judge for the 87th- 
C District Court and Crawford County 
Probate Court, was issued under Michigan 
Complied Laws which designate locations 
where court hearings may be held. The 
location required approval by the Crawford 

County Board of Commissioners. The state 
laws requires judges to specify the time 
when the alternative court location will be 
in place and is subject to renewal. 

Nothing in the state laws prohibits a 
judge from holding a hearing regarding an 
incapacitated individual or mentally ill per- 
son under the estates and protected individ- 
‘uals code. 

If the court opts to utilize the Grayling 
High School for court sessions, the court 
will use approved audio recording equip- 
ment operated by a sate certified electronic 
operator. ADA issues relative to access and 
participation in the court proceedings will 
be met in terms of the recently remodeled 
high school and use of equipment such as 
hearing aides. Finally, the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office will be contacted to 
provide bailiff coverage for any court ses- 
sions held at Grayling High School and 
determine the location of the judge’s cham- 
bers and jury rooms to provide an optimal 
level of security.

On Friday, June 12, 
Demorest was laid off from 
his job, but the DAV found 
funds to reinstate his posi- 
tion a week later along with 
five other field service offi- 
cers in the state. Two field 
service officers remained 
laid off. 


The job cuts were made 


due to Gov. Jennifer M. 
Granholm’s executive order 
to trim the state’s current 
budget by $350 million. 
Grants awarded through the 
Department of Military of 
Veterans Affairs to veterans 
organizations were elimi- 
nated for the last four 
months of the state’s fiscal 
year, which ends on Sept. 
30, 

“That just devastated all 
the service organizations,” 
said Thomas E. Wendel, 
national service officer for 
the DAV in Detroit. “The 
only money we’re using to 
keep our people on board is 
money raised by the DAV - 
it has nothing do with the 
state.” 

Demorest has served as 
the DAV field service offi- 
cer in Crawford County 
since Jan. 1, as well as serv- 
ing offices in 27 other coun- 
ties throughout the region, 
He succeeded Ron 
Schrieber, who held the 
position in Crawford 
County for 23 years.

A study by _ the 
Rockefeller Institute of 
Government in Albany, NY, 
shows that 34 of 37 states 
with personal income taxes 
collected fewer dollars dur- 
ing the first four months of 
the year. 

Michigan ranked third 
with slippage of 34.4 per- 
cent, a loss that helps 
account for the state’s bud- 
get balancing dilemmas. 

Arizona led with a 55 per- 
cent drop, and South 
Carolina fell 38.6 percent. 

California, which also 
faces huge budget deficits, 
trailed Michigan in fourth 
place with a negative 33.8 
percent. 

Only three states collected 
more income taxes than the 
year before: North Dakota 
up 15.5 percent, Alabama up 
11.1 percent and Utah up 
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Surprise: Income tax collections slipping 


4.4 percent. 

Michigan’s tax loss is not 
surprising. That’s what hap- 
pens when people lose jobs 
and paychecks, and 
Michigan has. ranked very 
high in unemployment for 
more than a year. 

Historically a personal 
income tax is a fairly reli- 
able source of government 
revenue, but not when jobs, 
which produce paychecks 
which pay income taxes, 
continue to disappear. 

Contributing factors, 
according to the Rockefeller 
Foundation, are deteriora- 
tion in investment income 
and drop in bonus pay- 
ments. But the main reason 
nationwide and especially in 
Michigan, I would guess, is 
losing basic jobs.

My ever-handy pocket- 
book Merriam-Webster 
Dictionary, to which I defer 
in matters of spelling, defin- 
ition and grammar while 
preparing these weekly 
essays, is not much help. 
Admittedly this reference 
book is 1974 vintage, but IJ 
still trust it. 

Merriam-Webster says 
“epidemic” is both noun and 
adjective. 

As noun, there’s this defi- 
nition: “An epidemic out- 
break, esp. of disease”, 

As adjective, it says: 
“Affecting many persons at 
one time; also excessively 
prevalent.” 

“Pandemic” is recognized 
as both noun and adjective, 
but offers a single defini- 
tion: “A widespread out-

break of disease.” 

The difference usually 
suggested is that ‘‘pandem- 
ic” is used only to describe 
disease that reaches more 
than a single .country or 
location, while “epidemic” 
can be more generally 
applied, and indicates a 
more localized situation. 

Merriam-Webster did not 
draw that distinction, at least 
in its 1974 edition, and my 
personal conclusion is with 
swine flu, there is no differ- 
ence in meaning. 

Epidemic and pandemic 
are the same in describing 
the swine flu situation .. 
although pandemic may be 
more precise, and seems to 
be the version favored by 
folks who are running things 
these days.

mighty God.” “16And 
there shall be an highway 
for the remnant of his peo- 
ple, which shall be left, 
from Assyria; like as it was 
to Israel in the day that he 
came up out of the land of 
Egypt.” Throughout the 
Old Testament God only 
saved a remnant of the 
Jews, such as in Ezekiel

Second, a multitude of 
unbelieving and disobedi- 
ent Jews have always been 
destroyed by God’s right- 
eous work of judgment. 
“28For he will finish the 
work, and cut it short in 
righteousness: because a 
short work will the Lord 
make upon the earth.” As 
Isaiah 5:16 says: “16But 
the LORD of hosts shall be 
exalted in judgment, and 
God that is holy shall be 
sanctified in righteous- 
ness.”
